EL CERRITO — The Redevel- 
opment Agency (City Council) is 
moving ahead with plans to de- 
velop El Cerrito Plaza. While the 
agency board has postponed until 
August a decision about the nature 
of preliminary studies related to the 
Plaza and its environs, the continu- 
ance itself was prompted by an en- 
couraging development. 

Staff had originally recom- 
mended that studies envisioned by 
the agency be divided into three 
categories and that requests for pro- 
posals be issued for each. Redevel- 
opment Agency manager Gerry 
Raycraft told the agency board atits 
July 17 meeting, however, that new 
information received from a princi- 
pal player at the Plaza had resulted 
in a variety of options. 

Council members agreed that the 
distribution of RFPs be postponed 
until a meeting could be held with 
Lou Pollard of the Broadway Stores, 
which owns the Emporium. Pollard 
had written a letter to staff with a 


number of comments and sugges- 
tions on the study process to discuss 
with the agency board. 

Milton Bilak, owner of the Lucky 
site and the small shop property at 
the Plaza, will also be invited to the 
Aug. 14 meeting. 

The first recommended request 
for proposals would have been for a 
amarket feasibility study and would 
have included a “development/ re- 
development/revitalization strat- 
egy.” The purpose of that RFP 
would have been to find a qualified 
consultant who could evaluate the 
current economic conditions of the 
shopping center and the “south gate- 
way development area,” as well as 
the potential for new retail, housing 
and mixed-use development, ana- 
lyzing potentially viable land uses. 

Such a study would also con- 
sider existing and potential devel- 
opment activity in El Cerrito and 
any relevant regional changes. It 
would include land use recommen- 
dations for the Plaza geared toward 
unifying the community around 
“potential physical improvements

and design elements.” 

The cost of that type of study is 
unknown. 

A third consultant would be re- 
sponsible for making a preliminary 
design study for Cerrito Creek, 
which serves as the south boundary 
of the Plaza. Staff spelled out three 
issues to be addressed in the study: 
restoration of the creek as a natural 
environment, both functionally and 
aesthetically, the potential for pe- 
destrian and bike trails along the 
creek, and the potential for expanded 
use of the creek. 

Staffhas estimated a cost of about 
$10,000 for a creek study. 


Owner responds 


Pollard addressed the studies in 
his letter which Raycraft summa- 
rized for the council. According to 
Raycraft, Pollard said Broadway 
Stores is supportive of the agency’s 
efforts to undertake studies of the 
area and to involve public input but 
did not support a market feasibility 
study, which he believes would be

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Albany teen 
driving program — 
winding down -

ALBANY — The Police Department’s musi- — 
cal officers “Elvis and The Lawman” will end — 
their three-year tour of high schools Oct.31 when — 
a federal grant ends. 

They will continue to perform at special events 
though, said Sgt. Bill Palmini. “Elvis and The 
Lawman” are the alter egos of Sgts. Palmini and 
Art Clemons of the Albany Police Department 
who have been using their music act to teach teens 
in the Bay Area and across the country about — 
driving safely, as part of the Chief Operator/Teen 
Driver Program. 

Instead of giving high school assemblies a dry 
lecture and statistics on safe driving, Palmini dons 
a rhinestone-encrusted white pantsuit and gold ~ 
medallions and performs songs such as “Don’t Be 
Another DUI” and “Buckle Up ” Clemons backs 
him up on guitar and performs a couple of rap 
numbers, and Chief Larry Murdo plays bass on 
the studio recordings. 

Thesongs tell teens drivers to obey trafficlaws, 
use seat belts, and not drink or take drugs. Sgt. 
Palmini said he’s “really proud,” of what the 
program has accomplished. 

“We touched probably 225,000 kids in high 
schools,” he said. “Elvis and The Lawman” have 
performed at about 125 schools and 35 special 
events in the last two and one-half years, he said. 

And the program has won about eight federal 
and state awards, including the National Buckle 
Up America Award, said Palmini. 

Teenagers have gotten involved in the safety 
program by composing their own traffic safety 
songs as part of a song-writing contest that fea- 
tures winners in a music video and on a cassette 
tape. Palmini said that if additional funding is 
found, the song-writing contest could continue in 
conjunction with other police departments or youth 
programs. 

Palmini said he and Clemons expect to keep 
performing at special events by invitation, includ- 
ing one already scheduled in Canada in 1996. 
Costs will be covered by the hosts and the officers 
will perform on weekends when they’re off-duty. 

One such special event recently led to a new set 
of wheels for“Elvis andthe Lawman,” donated by 
Pacific Gas and Electric. In early June, Palmini 
performed at a PG&E employee safety show in

Solano Avenue banners 


ALBANY — Arainbow of banners shouldbe flying 
from Solano Avenue light poles starting in mid-Au- 
gust. : 

Silkscreen banners advertising the Solano Stroll 
will decorate the avenue from Madison Street in Al- 
bany to The Alameda in Berkeley. Those will be 
replaced by a winter holiday banner in the fall, and then 
a spring banner. 

The Solano Avenue Association is accepting de- 
signs from the community for the winter banners until 
Aug. 15, said Lisa Bullwinkel, of the Association. 
Designs for the 34-inch by 90-inch banners will be 
printed in a single ink color. Designs may not be 
religious, relate to Christmas, nor include snow, said 
Bullwinkel. 

The Solano Avenue Association hopes to sponsor a 
children’s art contest for the spring banner design, she 
said. 

The city of Albany contributed $12,800 for banners 
that will hang on every other light pole. The city of 
Berkeley contributed a comparable amount for ban- 
ners on every light pole on upper Solano Avenue. The 
Albany funds come from the Landscape and Lighting 
Assessment District budget, and not the city’s ailing 
general fund. 

The fund is comprised of revenue paid by residents 
as part of their property tax, said Albany City Admin- 
istrator Daren Fields, and pays for park, recreation, 
lighting and tree improvements in the city. 


Tree trimming time 


Albany trees will be getting a major make-over in 
coming months, starting on Solano Avenue. The city 
has contracted with the Professional Tree Care Com- 
pany of Berkeley to trim all of Albany’s 2,500 street 
trees, at a cost of $91,000. 

The trimming program started on July 26, begin- 
ning at Madison Street, moving up the south side of 
Solano (the even-numbered side) to the Berkeley bor- 
der and retuming down the north side. Work on Solano 
is expected to be completed by Aug. 3, said Diamera 
Bach, Albany Environmental Resources Assistant. 

Residents and business will be notified at least 48 
hours in advance of trimming on their block, and cars 
in no parking areas during trimming will be towed, she 
said. 

After completing Solano, trimmers will probably 


move on to San Pablo Avenue and then to residential

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Talent for spelling 
lost with new trends 


GEORGE BERNARD SHAW, the eccentric 
Irish wordsmith, once launched a crusade to 
simplify English spelling. It’s so messed up, he 
said, if you take the “gh” in “rough,” the “o” in 
“women” and the “ti” in “notion,” you get the 
word “ghoti,” pronounced “fish.” 

Shaw’s idea never flew, but one called 
“inventive spelling,” has apparently caught on in 
our time. As I understand it, this means that 
children, from first grade on, nowadays “invent” 
the written word and are not corrected with dread 
red X’s. To point out errors will injure their little 
psyches, destroy their self-esteem, damp their 
creativity. 

They say how to spell should be learned by 
reading and, I read in the paper, “children will 
become writers in the truest sense.” The fly in that 
ointment is that our state tied with the crawghoti 
state of Louisana for having the worst readers in 
the country. The premise looks good but not if 
you don’t learn to read. 

I would go on to deplore the decline and fall of 
education, but my judgement is clouded. 
Spellingwise, I’m a lover, not a teacher. 


SPELLING, LIKE COOKING or painting 
sunflowers, is a talent. Some, I’m one, are born 
with the spelling gene while others must have the 
skill to spell thrust upon them. Unfortunately as 
the world wags, it’s not as practical or revered a 
talent as making money or even cooking or 
painting. 

Thanks to Ohio-style training, I am an 
Escoffier or Van Gogh among spellers. Something 
in me loves to play with words, loves to look them 
up and write them down. Printed words fly onto 
the walls of my brain and hang there like pictures. 
But if I see them spelt wrong at the outset, they do 
tend to stay that way as with, say, “obbligato” 
which I saw first with only one “b.” 


IN FIRST GRADE IN CHARDON, I learned 
words by rote from daily spelling lists and tests, 
unmercifully graded by Miss Miller. I learned 
right from wrong. My self-worth soared when I 
got “flower garden” right on the test, and my 
spelling-proud career was launched. 

Another feature of Ohio-training, along with 
the hickory stick, which has fallen into disrepute 
nowadays is competition as an educational 
motivator. We did spelling bees. Everyone stood 
up around the wall of the classroom and was 
given a word. Spell it wrong and sit down. One of 
my personal favorites is “kimono” because it left 
me standing alone in triumph.

Two less glorious adventures in spelling 
showed me self-esteem, like love, may not only be 
where you find it but also what you say it is. 


PICTURE A SMALL WOODEN building, 
passing for a gym, at the edge of a weedy playing 
field. It’s a dark and dusty Saturday night at the 
spring end of the school year. The place is packed 
to the rafters with spelling bee aficionados. After 
hours of elimination, tension is peaked. Two 
spellers remain: Senior Emanuel MacGregor and 
sixth-grader Phyllis Meredith. 

Word after word is spelled in turn. The crowd 
boos the handsome and burly senior and cheers on 
the diminutive, and probably mugging, underdog 
with each new word. Heady stuff. They groan 
when she meets her Waterloo. She spells 
“accommodate” with one “m,” a portent of the 
future, but still wrong. Emanuel went on to 
become a lawyer with an office over the ice cream 
parlor on Main Street. 


WHEN I ROSE TO BIG senior myself, I did 
bees against ace spellers from surrounding towns 
at the bottom rung of the Scripps Howard national 
contest, sponsored by the Cleveland Press. They 
give you a list of the words to be asked in 
advance, or did then. 

I went to Cleveland to compete as the winner in 
Geauga County, but didn’t make it to Washington. 
Proving some things gain priority over spelling, 
the only thing I remember about the trip is that the 
boy-of-the-moment drove me there and home in 
his Chevy. 


I DON’T BELIEVE EVERYTHING, or much, 
I read in the paper. I believe there are still 
youngsters among us who carry the spelling gene, 
have the talent and love the art. 

Now I have to hope I haven’t bragged myself 
into a corner. What if someday I’m walking down 
the street wearing my cherished heirloom pin with 
the shining lighthouse and “Spelling Champion” 
written on it and some bright kid challenges me to 
a spell-out on Solano Avenue. I could be in 
trouble.

Surprise decision 


Editor: 

Caltrans’ decision to develop their bird habitat 
project in Richmond is surprising in many ways. 
It is surprising mainly because their decision was 
solely driven by cost concerns but, 
environmentally, the selection of this site over the 
Albany site does more for the waterfront and the 
region in general. 

The Richmond site is a well-known battery 
dump and these toxins need to be cleaned up. This 
site is also zoned for commercial development, 
and both Catellus, the owner of the property, and 
the City of Richmond would prefer to develop the 
site for warehouse-type storage rather than a 
regional state park. 

In addition, this location truly provides 
additional habitat area for the birds being 
displaced by the I-80 expansion — Albany’s site 
already provides bird habitat for a large number of 
birds. As a result, Caltrans’ project in Richmond 
could potentially improve a very neglected part of 
the waterfront. 

On the other hand, East Bay (Regional) Parks 
District is committed to purchasing the Albany 
Plateau for the future state park there and doesn’t 
need Caltrans’ help in accomplishing this goal. 
The site is zoned for parkland and Catellus is also 
resigned to this fact. 

Not to mention that birds already inhabit 
Albany’s site and they don’t need Caltrans’ help 
either. Not to mention the fact that if Caltrans 
located their mitigation site on the Plateau, it 
would require a screen on this portion of the Bay 
Trail and could potentially displace a highly 
active recreation area. 


Unless Caltrans could improve some portion of 
Albany’s waterfront that needed improvement, 
such as the Bulb or the Marsh, their impact in 
Albany’s portion of the state park would be more 
negative than positive. 

As a result, Caltrans should be commended on 
spending our tax dollars wisely, and this is 
surprising.

sources. He and his graduate stu- 
dents are conducting the study. 

While earlier in the century deer 
avoided humans, today they liter- 
ally are living in residential yards, 
he said. The plants they eat, the 
places they find shelter and the types 
of predators and hazards they face 
indicate that their lives are much 
different than those of deer living in 
wild lands. 


“Tt is of particular interest,” said 
McCullough, “that it is our own 
human habitat that has been in- 
vaded.” 


The objective of the survey is to 
produce maps of the current distri- 
bution of deer in the area, to.obtain 
some sense of human attitudes to- 
wards deer in the urban environ- 
ment and to identify residents will- 
ing to keep data logs on deer in their 
yards and to allow study activities 
on their properties. 


Researchers then will capture 
deer with traps made of metal pipes 
covered with netting. The traps will 
be placed in the backyards of coop- 
erating residents. Residents will 
notify the capture team by phone 
when deer are trapped so the ani- 
mals can be radioed, ear-tagged and 
released promptly to avoid stress, 
trauma and injury. A similar effort 
will be carried out in Tilden Park 
with East Bay Regional Park coop- 
eration. 


Beyond the nuisance problems

of deer feeding on gardens and or- 
namental plants, deer also can col- 
lide with cars and present otherrisks. 


“These risks and hazards are 
small, but nonetheless real and are 
likely to increase in the future if the 
deer continue to increase,” said 
McCullough. “An aware public is 
important to reduce the extent to 
which the behavior of people con- 
tributes to these problems.” 

Since high populations of deer 
usually lead to calls for their control 
or removal — a costly and some- 
times controversial situation, “it is 
preferable that research be done 
now, “ said McCullough. 


The surveys were sent last month 
to a sample area that stretches from 
the BART line on the west to the 
neighborhoods adjacent to Wildcat 
Canyon Regional Park. The study 
may extend to surrounding Bay Area 
communities in the future. 


By following deer captured in 
both the urban and wild land sites, 
researchers hope to obtain the de- 
gree of movement of deer between 
the two areas. 


A cooperating network of resi- 
dents will be organized and given 
training to keep reliable records on 
deer observations. They will learn 
to identify the age and sex of deer 
and to recognize the deer’s devel- 
opmehtal stages and feeding be- 
havior. Data sheets will be pro- 
vided to log this information.

Redevelopment 
negotiations 
can take months 


In my last article I discussed 
some of the history behind the latest 
proposal for the Del Norte area 
which includes the mixed use 
project and a theater complex. The 
city hosted an informational meet- 
ing about this on Wednesday, July 
26, the day before the paper comes 
out. 

Since this article must be sub- 
mitted to the paper on the Monday 
before the papers publication date 
of Thursday, the community meet- 
ing which the city has called about 
this proposal will have already taken 
place. In this article I will try to 
provide some further background. 
Some of this may be repetitive of 
that information meeting for those 
who attended. 

The area in question is south of 
the existing Del Norte Place mixed 
use project. Immediately south is 
the Mayfair site. It once had a gro- 
cery store on it. That store closed in 
the late 1960’s to early 1970’s. The 
building on that site was demol- 
ished in the early 1970’s. It has 
remained vacant and undeveloped 
ever since. 

Just south of the Mayfair site is 
the BART unimproved lot. It is 
used for parking. It, too, has re- 
mained vacant for a long time. 

The city’s general plan and rede- 
velopment plan contain policies 
about what should be done with 
both sites. The city general plan 
designates both sites as commer- 
cial property, which includes resi- 
dential use. The general plan’s hous- 
ing element identifies the BART 
site as a housing opportunity for a 
maximum of 216 units. 


The redevelopment plan, which 
voters approved last November, 
states that development should in- 
tensify land use around the BART 
stations so as to capitalize on the 
regional character of the BART 
system. The plan identifies the area 
as one for higher density residen- 
tial, office and retail use and indi- 


cates that a diversity of uses should

be developed with the BART sta- 
tion as a hub. 


In 1989-90 the city had a pro- 
posal for an office project of three 
to four stories at the BART site. 
This did not get very far. In 1992-93 
we had a proposal for a mixed use 
project of 92 units and38,000 square 
feet of commercial space. This also 
did not proceed very far because the 
developer would have required 
funding from the redevelopment 
agency and the agency did not have 
any money at that time. 

The developer then sought out 
alternative financing methods for 
the project since the redevelopment 
agency could not provide the fi- 
nancing. The developer apparently 
discussed different types of com- 
mercial uses at the site. Ultimately, 
the developer discussed with AMC 
Theaters the idea of a theater com- 
plex at the BART site or at the 
Mayfair site. 

The developer then presented this 
idea to the city staff in early Decem- 
ber 1994. The staff promptly put 
this on the agenda along with an- 
other proposal from the developer 
of Del Norte Place. The earliest 
these ideas could be considered by 
the city council was at our Jan. 17 
meeting. As I stated in my last ar- 
ticle, the city council heard both 
ideas at that meeting and put both 
over for further discussion and con- 
sideration. As I stated in my last 
article, we decided to proceed with 
trying to work something out with 
Charles Oewell who had proposed 
the mixed use project with the the- 
ater complex. 

For us to consider that proposal 
we need to first enter into a negoti- 
ating agreement with him. This is 
basically an agreement to agree to 
negotiate. We promise to give him 
exclusive negotiating rights for a 
period of time, usually six months. 
He promises to only negotiate with 
us in that same time period. This

agreement is not an approval of any 
project and makes no commitment 
on the part of the city toagree to any 
project or proposal. It gives the de- 
veloper protection in the sense that 
the developer knows that the city 
will not be discussing some other 
idea at the same time. It gives the 
city protection in that the developer 
agrees to prepare certain documen- 
tation like a preliminary site plan. 
and initial environmental documen- 
tation so that the city has the initial 
materials from which to begin care- 
ful and further consideration. 


In many instances developers 
find that they cannot make the 
project work in the time period pro- 
vided. They either let the agree- 
ment lapse after six months or ask 
for more time. In some instances E] 
Cerrito has extended the time pe- 
riod for another six months, but that 
extension is at the city’s option. In 
some cases after a couple of exten- 
sions, the city may decide that it 
will not give any more since it does 
not appear that the developer can 
get the project off the ground. 


The process I just described can 
take anywhere from six to nine to 
twelve months. At some point ei- 
ther the project terminates before it 
gets any further or the parties enter 
into further agreements which in- 
clude the agreement to do an envi- 
ronmental analysis of the projects 
impacts. 


In the case of the Del Norte De- 
velopment the city may well want 
to initiate environmental review 
earlier in the process because of the 
issues that are raised regarding en- 
vironmental impacts. In this way 
we find out what may be the envi- 
ronmental impacts before we get 
deeper into the project. In my next 
article I will seek to summarize the 
outcome of the community meeting 
for the benefit of those who could 
not attend.

Born 35 years ago in a local 
supermarket aisle, the club came 
into being because, even though 
their children had graduated, 
many people found they missed 
seeing each other at local PTA 
meetings or other school 
functions. 

Many of these old friends had 
raised two, three or four 
children, and all had attended

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Albany schools. This meant 
many years as a room mother, 
scout leader, teacher’s helper, 
and teacher-mixing with other 
people who were doing the same 
thing.

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Confessions of An Angry White Male: Let me 
tell you what happened when I got laid off from 
the Trib. 

For the first week I sat back and waited for the 
offers to roll in. 

Nothing. Not even a nibble. 

So I swallowed my pride and started sending 
out clips. I struck out again. 

Finally, a friend of mine who works at one of 
the papers I applied to wised me up. 

“They loved your clips,” she said, “but you’re 
‘demographically challenged.’” 

“Huh?” I said. 

“You’re a middle-aged white man,” she ex- 
plained. “You’re at the bottom of the hiring 
preference ladder.” 


So with that history, I’m all for ending affirma- 
tive action, right? 

Wrong. When the U.C. Regents cast their vote 
last week, I was ashamed for my country. 

Affirmative action is one of the best ideas to 
come along in our lifetime, right up there with the 
Marshall Plan and the G.I. Bill of Rights. 

What could be more common sense than to deal 
blacks and other minorities into the action? 

It springs from our common faith that a democ- 
racy works best when everyone is on the team, 
like a bomber crew in a typical World War II 
movie. 

At first, affirmative action was relatively 
painless. Dealing blacks in didn’t necessarily 
mean dealing whites out. The economic pie kept 
expanding, and there always seemed to be enough 
slices to go around. 

Then Vietnam came along and swallowed up 
all the money. Since then, the economy has been 
on a 20-year nosedive. 

Yeah, I know the figures show that business is 
better than ever. But that’s just on paper. 

For those of us who live in the real world, the 
central economic fact of life is this: If you want to 
raise a family nowadays, both mom and dad have 
to go 

They’re not doing it because Gloria Steinem 
told them to. They’re doing it out of sheer neces- 
sity. And they worry about being squeezed even 
more in the future. 

Not to mention the constant fear that you could 
be “outsourced” or “downsized” or “restructured” 
right out of your job at any time. And then what 
happens to your medical coverage? 

The average white working stiff is stiff, all 
tight. Scared stiff. 


But does it follow that affirmative action is the 
villain? I don’t think so. 

Yes, a lot of white males are losing their jobs 
these days. But those jobs aren’t going to blacks 
or Latinos or women. They’re not going to 
anybody. 

In short, white American males are about to 
discover that — despite what Pete Wilson says — 
other Americans are not the cause of their 
troubles. 

Quite the opposite. Thanks to affirmative 
action, America is a better place to live in than it 
was 30 years ago. 

I speak from personal experience. The college I 
went to was all male at the time; and let me tell 
you, it was a drag. Without women around, the 
atmosphere degenerated into something right out 
-of Lord of the Flies . (Don’t believe me? Look at 
the Good Ol’ Boys Roundup. Or the Tailhook 
convention. Or Bohemian Grove.) 

Bill Clinton speaks from personal experience, 
too. He remembers what it was like growing up in 
the South during the bad old days. Thanks to 
segregation, the place was the absolute pits. 

In fact, it’s no coincidence that the only two 
white politicians (besides Clinton) who have had 
the guts to stand up for affirmative action are Jack 
Kemp and Bill Bradley. 

And for a very good reason: They’re both 
former professional athletes, which means they’ve 
actually worked with blacks as equals. It’s an 
experience I wish a few of their peers had shared. 

Then we might not have so much loose talk 
about affirmative action giving an advantage to 
people who are less “qualified.” (Shades of Al 
Campanis!) 

Again, I speak from personal experience. When 
the Trib first started hiring minority reporters 
there was a lot of grumbling about their supposed 
lack of “qualifications.” But who decides what the 
qualifications are? 

The reason news editors are hiring minorities 
isn’t because they have anything against white 
men. Heck, they’re all white men themselves. 

It’s because if you want to cover a story in the 
black (or Latino or gay) community these days, 
you need a black (or Latino or gay) reporter. You 
need someone who can walk the walk and talk the 
talk. 

In short, you need someone who’s qualified. 

It’s time to quit listening to politicians who try 
to divide us with phony issues like this. It’s time 
to start looking for ways to work together. 

As Ben Franklin said, “We’d better hang 
together, or most assuredly, we’ll all hang sepa- 
rately.”

one way to finance the project by including some 
sort of unspecified theater use in the project.

Dealing with a mechanic 


From the Used Car Book, 
by Jack Gillis 


—Call around. It doesn’t make 
sense to choose a shop simply 
because it’s nearby. Calling a 
few shops may turn up esti- 
mates cheaper by half. 

—Don’t necessarily go for the 
lowest price. A good rule is to 
eliminate the highest and lowest 
estimates; the mechanic with the 
highest estimates is probably 
charging too much and the 
lowest may be cutting too many 
comers. 

—Check the shop’s reputation. 
Call your local consumer affairs 
agency and the Better Business 
Bureau. But don’t take their 
word as gospel. There are a lot 
of shops they've never heard of 
and others on which they don’t 
have sufficient records. 

But if their reports on a shop 
aren't favorable, you can imme- 
diately disqualify it. 

-Look for certification. 
Mechanics can be certified by 
the National Institute for

Automotive Service Excellence, 
an industry-wide yardstick for 
competence. Certification is 
offered in eight areas of repair, 
and ships with certified 
mechanics are allowed to adver- 
tise this fact. 

However, certification is not 
required by law; nor is it a guar- 
antee that the job will be done 
properly. It’s simply an 
assurance that the mechanic has 
some experience. 

Beware: a shop can display a 
certification sign even if they 
employ just one mechanic cer- 
tified in only one tested special- 
ty. In addition, the certified tech- 
nician may not necessarily be 
the one who works on your car. 
There is a greater probability of 
encountering this situation in a 
large shop. 

—Take a look around. A well- 
kept shop is a sign of pride in 
workmanship. This has nothing 
to do with whether the waiting 
room is carpeted or air condi- 
tioned or offers free coffee, but 
rather whether the mechanics’

A skilled and efficient mecha- 
nic would probably not be 
working in a messy shop. 

-Don’t sign a blank work 
approval form. Make sure that 
the service order you sign has 
relatively specific instructions, 
or at least a few words describ- 
ing your car’s problems. 

Signing a vague work order 
could make you liable to pay for 
work you didn’t want. Be sure 
you are called for approval 
before the shop does work you 
have not ordered. 

-Show interest. Ask for an 
explanation of what’s wrong 
with your car. You'll be sur- 
prised at how helpful a mecha- 
nic becomes just knowing that 
you're interested. 

Don’t act like an expert. If you 
don’t really understand what's 
wrong with your car, don’t pre- 
tend that you do. It may only 
demonstrate your ignorance, 
setting you up to be taken by a 
dishonest mechanic. 

-Express your satisfaction. If 
you're happy with the work, 
compliment the mechanic and 
ask for him or her the next time 
your come in. You'll get to 
know each other, and the

Finding 
Europe’s 
‘hidden 
children’

In 1991, Canadian Jewish 
filmmaker Julia Sereny spot- 
ted a newspaper article that 
discussed the newly emerging 
phenomenon of “hidden chil- 
dren” — adults raised by 
Christian Poles after World 
War II only now admitting 
aloud or discovering for the 
first time they were actually 
Jewish. 

Eight months later, Sereny 
attended the First International 
Conference of Hidden Chil- 
dren in New York. What she 
experienced there profoundly 
affected her. More than 1,600 
of these adults attended the 
conference, many breaking 
their silence for the first time. 
Some had known their true 
identity all along and repressed 
it, in some cases keeping it 
secret from spouses through 
30-year marriages. “They had 
always been told they hadn’t 
been in the camps and (there- 
fore) they were lucky,” said 
Sereny in a phone interview 
from her Toronto home. They 
hadn’t suffered, so they be- 
lieved it.” 

Yet others had been raised 
as Catholics and evolved into 
virulent anti-Semites. 

“And once having met a 
whole slew of these people, 
which was an overwhelming 
experience, I knew I had to 
make a movie,” she said. 

Sereny’s documentary, 
Hidden Children, screens this 
Sunday at the UC Theatre as 
part of the 15th Annual Jew- 
ish Film Festival. 

Sereny embarked on her 
research, interviewing more 
than 50 subjects and filming 
in Toronto, New York, Po- 
land and Israel over a three- 
year period before complet- 
ing the movie. Her film fo- 
cuses on six individuals. 

“T never met anybody like 
them,” Sereny said of the sub-

Plenty of variety on the schedule of this annual event

The Berkeley portion of this year’s 
Jewish Film Festival — the 15th an- 
nual —kicks off with Israel’s biggest 
hit film of the year, the romantic 
comedy Song of the Siren, on Satur- 
day, July 29 at the UC Theatre. What 
follows are five days packed with 
features and documentaries, 42 films 
and videos in all, from 14 countries. 
And no, you don’t need to wear a 
yarmulke to get in; you don’t even 
need to be Jewish. 

Take first-time director Eytan 
Fox’s Song of the Siren, for instance. 
This story of the search for love by 
Talilah, a hip young advertising ex- 
ecutive, could take place in any ma- 
jor city — except that it happens to 
take place in Tel Aviv during 1991’s 
Gulf War. Talilah just wants to have 
fun, and that doesn’t include putting 
on gas masks and scurrying to bomb 
shelters. Recently dumped by her 
longtime boyfriend for a much 
younger woman, Talilah (Dalit Kahn) 
zeroes in on Noah (Boaz GurLavi), a 
handsome “food engineer” with a ri- 
val firm. But then both Talilah’s and 
Noah’s ex’s reappear. .. . It’s love in 
a time of war, with a light and good- 
natured hand. 

Adam’s Circus has a more dis- 
tinctly ethnic flavor. A turgid fable 
involving a troupe of Russian Jewish 
circus performers, this is the sort of 


film that gives the term “magical 
realism” a bad name. The Holocaust 
as carnival? Spare me! 

More magical realism: Sh’chur 
(“Magic”) is told against a Moroc- 
can-Jewish background. I haven’t 
previewed it, so I can’t say more. 

Other feature films include ones 
from Poland (All That Really Mat- 
ters), the former Soviet Union (Com- 
rade Stalin’s Trip to Africa and To 
See Paris and Die), Tunisia/France 
(Swallows Never Die in Jerusalem, 
starring Ben Gazzara), Israel, of 
course (Under the Domim Tree and 
Coffee with Lemon) and Germany 
(Bye Bye America and the 1918 si- 
lent, The Yellow Ticket, featuring the 
legendary Pola Negri). 

The biggest — well, at least the 
longest — of the documentary fea- 
tures will be the five-hour examina- 
tion of the Israeli army, Tsahal, by 
Claude Lanzmann (Shoah). 

Music-lovers will be interested in 
Larry Weinstein’s September Songs: 
The Music of Kurt Weill, a sort of 
deconstruction of the composer’s 
work and life, featuring performances 
by such diverse artists as Teresa 
Stratas, William S. Burroughs, The 
Persuasions, Lou Reed, and others. 
This is a fresh approach to the stan- 
dard bio-pic (no talking heads here) 
and includes many lesser-known 
songs beyond the standard “Mac the 
Knife” and “Mahogany Song,” but 


some performances — for instance, 
novelist Burroughs’ totally non-mu- 
sical recitation of “What Keeps a 
Man Alive”— are more pretentious 
than effective. 

Other documentaries deal with 
immigration and emigration, specifi- 
cally to Cuba, Mexico, and Rhodes, 
and from Morocco and Yemen. 

Laura Paull’s Havana Nagila 
chronicles the settlement of Jews in 
Cuba from the early 1900s to the 
flight from Nazi Europe in the 1930s. 
Is or was there anti-Semitism in Cuba? 
Most of those questioned say no, al- 
though in the early days, Jews were 
barred from holding government po- 
sitions and later accused of bringing 
Marxism into the country. 

Bonnie Burt’s Abraham and 
Eugenia also deals with Cuban Jews, 
while Daniel Goldberg’s A Kiss to 
This Land tells the story of Jews who 
came to Mexico from Syria, Turkey, 
Poland, and Ukraine. 

That’s just a sampling. The festi- 
val includes its customary first- and 
last-night parties, personal appear- 
ances by filmmakers, free matinees, 
and, I’m sure, the usual scatter of 
people distributing free bagel samples 
and leaflets for a variety of causes at 
the UC’s entrance.

Telly craves virgins and regales 
Casper of this adventure with the 
most bilious, repugnant, misogynis- 
tic language imaginable (nearly all of 
which can’t be reprinted in this pa- 
per). “I like ‘em new, not like you,” 


he tells a girl who chastises him for 
chasing after a 13-year-old later in 
the film. For Telly, the young, barely 
pubescent girls he deflowers are little 
more than cattle waiting for slaugh- 
ter. When it’s over, he never bothers 
with them again. 

And that’s just the beginning of 
this cautionary film in which a group 
of mostly white Manhattan teens of 
varying economic strata who all em- 
brace the jargon of black hip-hop 
culture debauch their way through 24 
hours on the city streets. 

Clark’s vision of teens, bolstered 
by some unsettling Centers for Dis- 
ease Control statistics in the press 
notes, is that of a world out of control. 
His movie is unflinching, unsanitized 
and uncaring. Mostly the latter. No

one cares. 

There are no moral consequences 
for Telly’s actions and no adults to 
steer him straight. His mother is too 
ensconced with a newborn to bother 
with him. Adults are nearly absent in 
the film, save a mildly lecherous cab 
driver and the two health clinic nurses, 
one who hands 17-year-old Ruby 
(Rosario Dawson) some information 
on sexually transmitted diseases and 
implores her to “take it home and 
read it!” 

There is little narrative to Har- 
mony Korine’s screenplay, save for 
what happens to Jennie (Chloe 
Sevigny), a 16-year-old out to stop 
Telly from scoring with yet another 
girl (revealing why gives up the only 
dramatic element in the film). But a 
heavily drug-induced stupor prevents 
her from succeeding. 

Before the day ends, Telly and his 
friends take part in petty theft, as- 
sault, trespassing, drug and alcohol 
abuse, a fully-clothed sexual four- 
some and date rape. 

While Clark’s movie savages the 
audience with its in-your-face por- 
trayal, it also suffers from some con- 
tradictions — just like Telly’s char- 
acter. He’s a peachfuzz, clean-faced 
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Abetted by the housekeeper (Annie 
Perlin), wife and cop set a trap to 
snare the miscreant husband. After a 
seduction scene (with Brenna Wardell 
as the housemaid) proving Jack is not 
only a blackguard but also a cad, the 
trap is sprung and Bella freed to go 
live in peace with relatives in Ne- 
braska. 

Ensemble actors, directed by John 
Dahlen, define the characters in nice 
detail, especially Boyle, a rough- 
hewn, even jolly, inspector. Lean and 
handsome Campbell is darkly surly 


given a second chance, another life. 
And most were in helping profes- 
sions—teachers, social workers, phy- 
sicians. It was quite phenomenal.” 
These admissions of true religious 
identity have had various effects on 
Sereny’ subjects. Some appear to be 
living distraught and unfocused lives, 
while for others revealing this secret 


youngster, yet he operates in adult 
terrain with no moral compass, com- 
pletely impervious to the conse- 
quences — an adolescent defying his 
mortality. 

Clark’s contradictions are broader 
and, despite the believable perfor- 
mances, do his audience a disservice.

freed them from the burden of hold- 
ing it inside themselves for so many 
years.

If Clark means this to be a wake- 
up call, the kids can’t hear the alarm 
bell ringing. And while he puts the 
film out without any internal judg- 
ment — like a dispassionate journal- 
ist — few adults will be willing to 
take him seriously on that level. They 
want a prescription for cleaning this 
problem up. Other adults, parents in 
particular, will run in denial of the 
problem.

Cal sports programs earn con- 
siderable money from television 
revenue ($1 million) and NCAA 
tournament money (also $1 mil- 
lion), but it’s just a drop 
in the bucket. 

The vast majority of 
funding comes from 
alumni contributions 
and corporations. 

All this came about 
in the last 15-20 years, 
according to Kasser, be- 
cause the state cut prop- 
erty taxes, and money 
for public school fund- 
ing dried up. 

When that happened 
universities were left to their own 
devices, which moved collegiate 
athletic funding from public to 
private sources.

5,500 seats to boost capacity to 
12,000.

Women approaching menopause 
may be wondering what to make of the 
recent. conflicting accounts about the 
risk of breast cancer among women 
taking estrogen during menopause. 
Some studies have found a slight rise in 
the risk of breast cancer among women 
on long-term hormone replacement 
therapy (HRT), while other studies 
show no increased risk. So what's the 
message if you're taking esyogen, or 
contemplating doing so? 

The benefits of hormone replacement 
therapy (HRT) around menopause are 
well-known: short-term estrogen replace- 
ment is effective in relieving many 


of the severest symptoms — hot flashes, 


mood swings, fatigue, a general sense 
of malaise, joint pain and so on, and if 
you're experiencing such symptoms, your 
physician may recommend HRT as a 
temporary relief. Fortunately, there appears 
to be no risk associated with the limited, 
short-term use of HRT, five years or less.

The North Hills were once the 
best-kept secret in the East Bay: 
quiet, secluded, and isolated. 

Its mystery was revealed on a 
‘Sunday in October, 1991.

Non-profit housing development 
corporations in 1994 produced 61 
percent of all multi-family housing 
in the Bay Area, it was reported in 
a study released through the Insti- 
tute of Urban and Regional Devel- 
opment of UC-Berkeley, in con- 
junction with the Non-Profit Hous- 

.ing Association of Northern Cali- 
fornia (NPH). 

This study documents the 
achievements and constraints of the 
non-profit housing development 
sector for the period of 1988 through 
1994. “The significance of this is 
obvious,” claimed Toby Morris, au- 
thor of the report. “As a result of 
non-profit production, the majority 


years. The new report shows that 
yearly production per developer has 
nearly doubled since then, to an 
average annual rate of 29 units pro- 
duced per developer per year. 

This production level translates 
to 11,19C units of housing built 
from 1988 to 1994, of which 80 
percent were apartments and 
townhouses and 14 percent single- 
room-occupany units, It represents 
over $1 billion in development costs. 
Roughly two-thirds of all projects 
were new construction, and the bal- 
ance were acquisition and rehabili- 
tation projects. 

Despite marked increases in pro- 
ductivity for Bay Area non-profit 


developers, production remains in- 
adequate to fulfill regional needs. 
Area-wide, the Association of Bay 
Area Governments (ABAG) has 
projected a total low- and very low- 
income need of 101,900 new units 
(January 1988 to April 1995). Bay 
Area non-profits have met only 11 
percent of this demand (January 
1988 to September 1994). 

In comparison to market rate 
housing and for-profit housing de- 
velopers, non-profits have demon- 
strated a resistance to market fluc- 
tuations. Non-profit housing pro- 
duction climbed gradually over the 
last six years while market rate pro- 
duction dropped precipitously. 


of multi-family units developed in 
1994 were affordable.” 

The report is the culmination of 
a year-long survey of 62 non-profit 
housing developers in 16 cities in 
the Bay Area. 

The report found that 70 percent 
of these organizations are located 
in Oakland, San Francisco or San 
Jose. However, there is no new non- 
profit housing development in 
Solano County and 40 percent of 
Bay Area incorporated cities for the 
period of the survey.

To some, the North Hills is a 
name attached to the battle to 
builda fire station in the firestorm 
area, Others have skirted the area 
ina visit to Tilden Regional Park 
or ona drive along Skyline Bou- 
levard. To those who knew its 
roads, the North Hills neighbor- 
hood was the secret way up 
around the Caldecott Tunnel 
backup. 

Before the fire, commuters 
heading east on Route 24 might 
have noticed, if they bothered to 
look at all, the lush evergreen in 
the hills, not realizing the pri- 
vacy and secrecy that nature pro- 
vided by enshrouding the homes 
in a verdant mantle. 

To many who drive the same 
route today, the North Hills 
neighborhood is simply “up 


4,000-degree firestorm, no 
longer remain. Commuters re- 
turn home with stories about the 
“tuba house” or “the mushroom 
house.” 

Afterthe 1991 fire, North Hills 
residents returned to their neigh- 
borhood incredulous that an act 
of nature could do such damage, 
for nothing remained, not even 
the shells of their homes. 

“This fire left us nothing,” 
remembered Alex Pierce, who 
has lived in North Hills all her 
life. “I remember the fire in 1970 
leaving shells of houses, but af- 
ter the firestorm the neighbor- 
hood looked as though someone 
had dropped a bomb.” 

Determination was born of 
turmoil and many decided to 
transform the boundless and bare 
wasteland back into their neigh- 
borhood. “Trauma made the 
North Hills residents open up,” 
said Alex’s husband, Donald 
Pierce. “Before the fire, people 
chose this area for privacy and 
quiet. This was a neighborhood 
where you could peacefully en- 
joy nature without worrying 
about crime. We gave up life in 
town, but didn’t have to deal 
with its problems. The fire 
changed all that.” 

Neighbors began to open up. 
A sense of camaraderie devel- 
oped from haggling with the city, 
dickering with the insurance 
companies and coming to terms 
with loss. 

For months after the fire, there 
was a sense of financial paraly- 
sis. But courageous decisions 
were made. Residents went ahead

with rebuilding homes and lives, 
regardless of the obstacles. 

Once one family began to re- 
build, others got started. Major 
frustration came in dealing with 
impersonal organizations like the 
City of Oakland and the insur- 
ance companies. 

So, the neighbors formed the 
North Hills Phoenix Association. 
The association became, and re- 
mains, the primary vehicle for 
the exchange of information be- 
tween government organiza- 
tions, insurance companies and 
the neighbors. 

The association has dealt with 
PG&E and EBMUD’s under- 
grounding of the area’s utilities, 
Oakland’s building permit pro- 
cess, the IRS’s handling of in- 
surance proceeds, and the insur- 
ance companies’ maze of paper- 
work.

utilities are slated to be under- 
ground by the end of 1996. Con- 
struction is currently underway 
to widen Charing Cross and 
Drury roads. Crews are busy with 
retaining walls, building new 
ones and strengthening those that 
survived. All remaining founda- 
tions must be removed in 1995. 
Sherwick Drive will soon be 
home to a minipark. A firehouse 
has been approved for the North 
Hills anda tentative site located. 
The North Hills neighborhood 
has rebounded. Routines have 
been set up for neighbors to look 
out for each other. Newcomers 
are greeted and made welcome. 
Old-timers rebuild and return to 
routines, still appreciating what 
makes the North Hills such an 
attractive place to call home. 
North Hills is an isolated 
crossroads. Those who live here 
are minutes away from Orinda 
and downtown Oakland and Ber- 
keley. Freeway accessallows the 
commuter to be in San Francisco 
or Walnut Creek in less time 
than most East Bay residents. 
The shops in Rockridge along 
College Avenue, in Montclair 
Village, and in downtown Orinda 
are all a short drive away. The 
nearby Claremont Hotel provides 
the perfect spot for a night out or 
as host to overnight guests. 
North Hills residents find 
Tilden Regional Park a source 
for outdoor recreation. They can 
swim in Lake Anza, play 18 holes 
at the public golf course, and 
hitch a ride on the scale-model 
Redwood Valley Railroad or the 
Golden Gate steam trains.

domain.” 

But some saw the land as a long- 
term investment. San Francisco’s 
first sheriff, Colonel John C. Hays, 
was, after the Peraltas, one of the 
Hills’ first property owners. His 
impressive 1852 mansion, Fern- 
wood, stood near what is now 
Montclair Village. 

Hays’ friend, William McKen- 
dree Gwin, bought 560 acres from 
him. Gwin sat in the United States 
Senate with John C. Fremontas one 
of California’s first two senators. 
Many of the tracts in North Hills 
still bear the senator’s name. 

By 1911, all of the North Hills 
belonged to one of Oakland’s most 
colorful characters or to companies 
controlled by him. Francis Marion 
“Borax” Smith, whose wealth had 
its roots in the Death Valley min- 
eral that became his moniker, lived 
in Arbor Villa, a lavish estate off 
Park Boulevard. The only remains 
of Smith’s mansion today is the 
imposing row of palm trees on 9th 
Avenue that marked its entryway. 

Smith had a partner with a dream 
and money to finance anyone’s 
whims. Legend has “Borax” and 
his friend Frank C. Havens, whose 
Piedmont mansion, “Wildwood,” 
still survives, looking out at the vast 
emptiness of the Oakland hills and 
vowing to own it all. 

They founded the Realty Syndi- 
cate in 1895 and went to work. By 
1911, all the property that we call 
the North Hills today was in the 
hands of Smith personally, the Re- 
alty Syndicate, or the People’s 
Water Company, one of his hold- 
ings. 

In 1912, he founded the United 
Properties Company, the $200 mil- 
lion umbrella for all his ventures. 
The following year, Smith and Ha- 
vens lost everything. 

Despite a comeback in 1921, 
Arbor Villa finally suffered the same 
fate as Smith’s real-estate holdings 
in the Oakland Hills: the 
auctioneer’s gavel fell in 1925 as 
developers stepped in and took over. 
The mansion was torn down. Apart- 
ment buildings and homes replaced 
the magnificent villa and its 
grounds. 

The advent of the automobile

finally made North Hills accessible 
and its land ripe for development. 
But few people moved in. Alex 
Pierce traces her roots in North Hills 
to someone who did: her great- 
uncle, David Oliphant, Jr., who 
settled there in 1932. 

Inthe opening words of his tome, 
Backyard Bandits, Oliphant shows 
the isolation of North Hills. “We 
drive along main streets of a big 
California city for six miles and 
into the hills until we reach our 
home and garden,” he begins. 
Pleased with the solitude the hills 
offer, Oliphant describes wild and 
wooded canyons where scarcely 
another human being is ever seen. 

When the Oliphants moved into 
the North Hills, they had only one 
neighbor on an adjacent knoll two 
blocks away, the big-game hunter 
Leslie Simson. Although he had a 
reputation as a recluse, Simson was 
found to be congenial company and 
an excellent naturalist, who helped 
the Oliphants better appreciate na- 
ture. 

The Oliphants’ home, a one-story 
pueblo-type structure, afforded

and this may be due to new con- 
struction in the fire area. 


But what about numbers of list- 
ings? Does it just seem like the 
market is flooded or is it true? 
Because of the way the multiple 
listing is set up, I could only eas- 
ily get numbers for Berkeley. I 
counted all the active listings on 
the market in July for each of the 
last five years, I found them pretty 
consistent. There were 250 to 300 
houses available in Berkeley each 
July, just as there are right now. 

So it isn’t that there are more 
people trying to sell. The big dif- 
ference now is that many houses 
are not selling. One hundred 
houses in Berkeley haven’t sold 
so far this year. One hundred is a 
lot. What is going on? No one is 
sure, but everyone is guessing. 


We tell sellers 
how important 
the right pricing 
is from the first... 


Agents who depend on houses 
selling to make a living are wor- 
tied. Their sellers don’t know what 
to do. First it was the rain. Every- 
one thought the market would pick 
up when it stopped, but it didn’t. 
Then interest rates went down. 
Surely that would get buyers go- 
ing, but no. 


We think that buyers are scared. 
They are worried that they’ll pay 
too much for a house. What if they 
have to sell? This is a real worry. 
Many of the people who bought 
from 1989 to 1991, then had to 
sell, lost money. Buyers want the 
lowest possible interest rate, too. 
They’re hoping to catch it right. 
“Are interest rates still going 
down?” they’ve been asking us 
for the last couple of years. 


Sellers, of course, want the most 
money they can get. Some are 
hoping to lose as little as possible, 
some are simply delusional. We

tell them how important the right 
pricing is from the first, tell them 
about would-be sellers whose 
properties have been for sale for 
six or eight or 10 months with no 
offers. Still they insist on over- 
pricing, saying, “They can make 
me an offer.” 

But many buyers don’t bother 
to make offers. They become more 
and more picky as they continue 
to look at more and more new 
listings. It doesn’t take long be- 
fore they know the market very 
well. They are looking for a house 
that they want to buy, one with an 
asking price that they see as fair or 
low. If one does not appear, they 
keep looking. 

We just began looking for a 
house for a man whose require- 
ments we thought would be fairly 
easy to satisfy. He’s flexible about 
the areas where he will live, 
doesn’t need a huge house, can 
live with a kitchen that has had 
little or no updating, and can pay 
up to $275,000. (Obviously, lower 
would be better.) 

One day this week we visited 
15 houses priced between 
$235,000 and $290,000. We elimi- 
nated 13 of them due to sloping 
floors, tiny rooms, odd floor plans, 
and backyards exposed to numer-

ous neighbors. That leaves two 


houses that he may consider buy- 


ing, both priced at close to 
$275,000. 

If he buys one of them, our 
buyer will use about $65,000 from 
savings for his down payment and 
closing costs, and it will cost him 
in the vicinity of $1,950 each 
month for his loan and property 
taxes. (There are many variations 
on this theme. These numbers rep- 
resent approximately what this 
particular buyer’s costs will be.) 

By using his mortgage interest 
and property taxes as deductions, 
he will save on his income tax. 
Even so, it’s going to cost him a 
lot of money, and it is completely 
understandable that he will be 
careful, discerning about what he 
buys. ; 

What does all this mean? All 
we know is that fewer people are 
buying now so fewer sellers are 
selling. Everything being cycli- 
cal, this will no doubt change. But 
we don’t know when that will be.
